PERFORMANCES IN |
JAPANESE THEATRES

An Interesting Chapier o Seme Unigue
Orieatal Amusements.

THEY MAKE A LONG DAY OF IT

Performance Begins About 10 o'Clock
in the Moruing and Lasts Till 8 or 9
o'Clock at Night==Flayhouses He- |
coming Modernized.

W. E. Curtls, In Chicago Record.

The Japanese theater, llke almost
everything else in the emplire, is becom-
ing modernized. There I8 a so-called
“reformed theater” in Tokyo and others
of a similar type In nearly all cities of
Importance, To the unsophisticated
visitor they differ lttle from those that
are not “reformed,” and are still in
most of their features very far from

| the orthodox playhouse of Europe and

America; but to the old-fashloned Jap-
anese there has been a great departure
from anclent custom. The theater, ke
wrestling. was originally a part of the
religious worship and was generally an
adjunct of & temple. Its history can
Le traced back to the time when plays
were presented by priests and priestess-
es, and the performances represented
mythological scenes, accompanied by
religlous dances and chants simllar t
the old Greek dramas and the modern
miracle plays of Germany. Even now,
at the frequent matsuris or religlous
festivals that are occurring every few
weeks In difterent wards of the cities
of Jupan, temporary stuges are erected
In the parks and streets upon which
volunteer actors go through lung repre-
sentations  of Incldents in Japunese
mythology, usually those pertaining to
the god whose unniversary Is belng vel-
evhrated, Thelr objsct I8 to please the

An Improvement took place at the be-
ginning of the Afteenth century, when
some highly cultivated Buddhist priests
wrote historic dramas and pleasure-
loving shoguns provided platforms,
gurgeous costumes and educated actors
for thelr presentation, The Tokugawa
dynasty of shuguns was particularly
liheral In patronizing the dramatic art,
but the plays keep thelr religloun char-
acter. What s still known as the “No"
danve, was Introduced, carefully train-
ed chorures were employed and aecom-
plished elocutionists from the priest-
hood moved about the stage and recited
poems In a dramatic manner, There
WHE no scenery and the public was not
admitted—only such of the nobllity us
the patron of the play chose to lavite,
The performance lasted the entire day
and In the meantime the guesta were
entertained with elaborate banquets.
It was the custom for the nobllity to
attend In thelr most magnificent cos-
tumes and the occasions were of great
cersmony.

HISTORICAL PLAYS,

From these private entertalnments
the theater of toduy gradually develop-
ed, The general character of the pays
is still retained, being chiefly repre-
gentations of incldents in the history of
Japan, performed by professionals,
with scenery and propertles that in &
measure are natural and rational, but
often 10 the western spetator uppear
ridiculous and absurd. The chorus,
which vecuples a cage raised above the
stage on i level with the first gallery,
still recites in a monotune lines explan-
atory of the motives of the actors and
fill in the missing links of the story,
The claguer has & consplecuous place at
the right of the footlights with & couple
of blocks of wood, which he slams upon
the foor with great energy whenever
the actors make a hit or the situation
becomes sensational. He is supposed

| to igulde the applauRe and encourage

the performers. On the other side of

the house {8 an orchestra which never

plays between the acts, but furnishes
a sort of accompaniment to the actors

when they indulge in pantomime or are |
wrestling with great emotions.

THE REAL FOUNDERBS.

The rcal founders of the modern the-
gler were two women, named O-kuni
and O-tsu, although strange to say, In
first-class play houses men only are
permitted to appear In the performe-
ance, Fomale parts are taken £y men
whose volces are trained for faletto
tones, who study to mimie feminine
manners, and whose faces are made up
s0 accurately that a stranger coan
scarcely belleve they are not women,
In the low class theater of recent years
women have beeen Introduced vpon the
stuge, but thelr performances are
grossly Immoral.
